Hokett Accepts 
Life Sentence 


Withdraws Motion for New 
Trial and Goes to Prison 


M *n Convicted o f Killing H it Wifo 


Takes Up Duties o f Felon. 


D H. Hokett, convicted in the dis­ 
trict court week before la9t on the 
charge of killing his wife on the night 
of November 29, J909, and given a 
life sentence in state prison, appear­ 
ed before Judge Patterson last Mon­ 
day m orning and withdrew his m o­ 
tion for a new trial. 
He accepted the 
sentence of the court in a cool, un­ 
concerned m anner. 
H okett’s crime 
is one of the blackest in the criminal 
annals of this section of Texas, and 
it is the opinion of all who are fam il­ 
iar with the deed, the fellow is receiv­ 
ing his just dues. 
It is currently 
reported about the streets of Decatur 
that Hokett is an expert chemist and 
was visited by a government detec­ 
tive a short while before he got Into 
this serious trouble. 
R eport has it, 
Hokett’s experiments with dangerous 
chemicals liecame known to the g o v ­ 
ernment and he was being watched at 
the time he abandoned 
all the in­ 
stincts of a man and brutally shot to 
death his wife.
